To  the  Chairman,. and  Members  of  the  Alsager  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1967. 

The  population  of  the  District  has  been  rising  steadily  for  many  years 
and  is  now  approaching  10,000.  Alsager  is  an  attractive  place  to  live  in  and 
provides  homes  for  many  people  who  work  in  surrounding  areas.  In  1962  a total 
of  168  houses  were  completed;  in  1963  the  number  was  137;  in  1954-  134;  in 
1 965  - 49  in  1 966  - 66  and  last  year  the  number  was  75  with  54  under 
construction. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  slow-down  in  development  has  been  brought 
about  by  the  lack  of  proper  Sewerage  facilities  and  to  some  extent  the 
inadequacy  of  the  refuse  disposal.  It  has  been  emphasized  many  times  in  previous 
annual  reports  how  urgent  it  is  to  have  sanitary  circumstances  adequate  to  meet 
the  urgent  growing  need.  The  Council  are  well  aware  of  this  and  are  anxious  to 
press  on. 

All  points  are  brought  out  well  in  the  Surveyors  section  of  this  report  and 
it  is  now  up  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  to  give  the 
essential  go-ahead. 

As  the  Surveyor  points  out  the  problem  of  people  who  live  in  houses 
which  one  or  more  of  the  basic  amenities  aro  missing  is  difficult  to  solve  if  the  owners 
or  occupiers  are  unwilling  to  have  anything  done.  As  the  law  stands  there  is 
little  that  can  be  done  about  it  nor  do  I think  should  the  matter  be  pressed. 

Elderly  people  particularly  cannot  bear  the  thought  of  the  disturbance  involved. 

There  was  no  great  change  in  the  Vital  Statistics  apart  from  outbreak  of 
Measles.  At  long  last  now  we  have  an  effective  vaccine  against  this  disease. 

This  is  now  in  plentiful  supply  and  available  to  all  Doctors  who  wish  to  use  it. 

It  is  also  available  at  the  Clinic  and  if  all  children  below  the  age  of  15 
who  have  not  had  measles  are  given  this  protection  it  is  fairly  certain  that  we 
will  see  the  end  of  this  distressing  disease. 

We  have  always  worked  closely  with  the  W.R.V.S.  and  it  is  with  regret  that 
we  learned  of  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  Ford,  the  Centre  Organiser.  Her  work  in 
commencing  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  will  be  remembered  particularly.  She  has 
been  succeeded  by  Mrs.  Martin. 

I should  like  also  to  place  on  record  our  grateful  thanks  to  all  the 
Voluntary  Workers  at  the  Clinic  which  makes  our  Infant  Welfare  sessions  so 
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•successful.  . We  shall  shortly  be  starting  up  a Family  Planning  Sessions  and  we 
have  already  been  promised  their  further  support. 

Once 'again  I would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Jamieson  for  his  help  and  for  the 
contribution  to  this  report  and  to  his  Deputy  Mr.  Mellor  for  the  ready 
assistance  they  have  given  me  at  all  times.  Finally  I must  pay  tribute  to 
Mr.  Heap  who  so  adequately  keeps  me  fully  informed  and  so  assists  me  to  carry 
out  my  duties.

Water  Supply 


Alsager  is  supplied  with  River  Dee  water  from  Hurleston  via  a booster 
station  at  Gorsty  Hill.  During  the  year  the  service  reservoir  at  Alsager  has 
been  completed. 

Regular  bacteriological  samples  are  taken  in  all  districts*  The  water 
has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and  quality. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewa/re  Disposal 

The  existing  two  sewage  works  maintained  by  the  Council  situated  at 
DayTJrS'en  and. Longview  are,  as  previously  reported,  seriously  overloaded. 

It  is  however  pleasing  to  report  that  ..at  lon^  last  a new  proposed  sewage 
works,  which  has  been  necessary  for  many  years,  is  being  advertised  by  way  of 
tenders  and  it  is  anticipated  by  our  consultants,  W.H.  Radford  & Son,  Civil  . 

Engineers,  Nottingham,  that  the  works  should  be  in  operation  by  1970. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  

A further  75  new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year  but  by  instituting 
over  a trial  area  of  approximately  over  a trial  area  of  approximately  500 
dwellings,  a system  of  plastic  bin  liners  it  has  been  possible  to  attain  a weekly 
collection  for  the  first  time.  The  attitude  of  the  public  to  the  plastic 
bin  liners  is  most  encouraging  and  also  that  of  the  refuse  collectors,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  after  the  experimental  period  is  over  the  Council  will  retain  and 
extend  the  scheme  as  the  district  grows. 

Disposal  is  by  tipping  with  a limited  amount  of  control  and  gives  rise  to 
complaints,  and  further,  due  to  residential  development  now  being  carried  out  in 
close  proximity  this  will  seriously  aggravate  the  position. 

Due  to  this  unsatisfactory  mothod  of  disposal  and  to  difficulties  encountered 
in  respect  to  sludge  disposal  in  the  proposed  new  sewage  works,  the  Consultants 
have  submitted  and  the  Council  has  approved  a scheme  of  refuse  disposal  by 
pulverisation  to  which  will  be  added  sewage  sludge.  This  scheme  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  it  is  hoped  it  will 
be  approved  without  delay. 

This  scheme  has  also,  been  approved  by  the  Mersey  and  Weaver  River 
Authority  and  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council  Planning  Committee  who  have  in  the 
past  refused  planning  permission  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  in  other  parts  of  the 
district  unless  the  refuse'  was  treated  before  tipping. 

Food  and  Drugs 

During  this  period  27  visits  have  been  made  to  food  premises  and  there 
appears  to  be  a reasonable  standard  of  food  hygiene  observed  by  the  traders. 

During  this  year  1320  lb3  of  various  foods  have  been  condemned.

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' pre  pared,  rnor 'have-  - they  the-  financial^diackijag  ...to  install,  the  essential  amenities. 
One.  feels  that  it 'should  not  he  the  case  of  the  lack  of  finance  preventing 
people  from  having  the  essential  amenities.
